Bryan and His Detractors 


TV7 E arc informed h\ the eastern periodicals 
" 
that ]>r\an during his recent trip to 


Japan left an cxcillent impression on the people 
of that country. 


Mr. Bryan \\ould leave an excdlent impres- 


sion in am country \vhere it \\onld not be to the 
interest of a mercenan press to belittle and de- 
ride him. There is no region on earth in which 
MY. Bnan is held in less esteem toda\ than in 
New York and u hatever other centers of popu- 
lation in the east where such weeklies as Harper's 
are accepted b\ public opinion as oracles of infal- 
libility. 


"The truth is mij,ht\ and ivill prevail," but it 


is very often a long \\hi'e on its way. It is nine 
long years since Mr. Br\an \\as defeated for the 
presidency by the use of an enormous corruption 
fund recruited from the treasuries of insurance 
companies and from the threat corporations of 
the country, and by a s\ stem of organized intim- 
idation, such as had never before been witnessed 
in a national ejection.
